Mr. Stanley was set forth by a person 
signing himself J, Smith. It appearing 
desirable that the name of Smith should 
appear in the same application, the mo= 
tion was allowed to stand over till Thurs- 
day, and on that day Mr. Fergusson ob- 
taùned a Rule of Court, ordering James 
Smith, James Mackenzie, Editor, and 
John Campbelf Burton, a Proprictor of the 
Kimes Newspapett to shew cause why a 
Erlninal information should not be fited 
against them, forkthe publication of the 
above mentioned lfbel. The prosecution 
aguinst De Mello, the printer, was dropt in 
consequence of U contrition expressed 
by him for his offence. Mr. Fergusson 
wished also that the Court would permit 
him to withdraw his motion as far as it 
affected Mr. Burton, as he had apologize 
to Mr. Stanley, and declared that he had 
not seen the paragraph complained of 
antil after its publication, or he would 
certainly not have sanctioned its appearing 
in the paper of which he-was a proprietor. 
The Court did not comply with this te- 
geest, but directed that Mr. Barton 
should state the circumstances, and what- 
ever else he might have to say in his own 
defence, in an AfBdavitto be produced 
In Court. 
„Yesterday Mr. Fergusson on the part 
of the Prosecution moved that the Rule 
should be made absolute. . 
«Mr. Strettel. appeared as Counsel for 
Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Burton. 
- He ureed the impossibility of its being 
Lonceived for a moment by any ecandid 
person, that Mr. Mackenzie could have 
any intent to injure Mr. Stantey’s profs- 
sional character in sactioning the publica- 
tion ofthe Advertisement complained of. 
We was personally unknownto Mr. Stan. 
Zey, amd therefore Gould have no illewill 
towArds him, anc: he trusted their Lord-

be accounted Fo The most offensive 
word in the paragraph appears to be the 
title under which it was introduced. he 
sword “< Caution” by which it was headed, 
Mr. S. contended, might have been cone 
siulered as âddressed, not to the public 
but to Mr. Stanley, and intended merely 
to express a destre, that Mr, S. should 
regulate his conduct by the information 
therein comveyed. Asto the exptessioh 
€ with intent to defraùd ” it would be àb- 
shril to eensider these, words otherwise 
than as merely declamatory, as the act 
stated to he the foundation of that allega- 
tion did in no way tend to support the 
„Sharee. ‘Phe Prosecutor had obtained 
these papers in the course of his profes- 
stonal duties as attorney for Mr, Smith, 
and it would beas wise to say ‘“< yen cat 
your dinner with a fork instead of a 
‘spoon, with intent to defraud’’ as to make 
the detention of papers a ground for such 
‘an allegation. Asthere appeared noth. 
ing in the charge to support the imputas 
‘tion of fraud, it was perfectly natural for 
“Mr. Mackenzie to consider these as mere 
‘idle words; and in that light only Mr. 
Strettel declared, that they were viewed 
by hinself when he first read them. He 
was therefore surprised to learn, that Mr. 
Stanley had thought it necessary to in- 
clude in his’ affdavit, a vindication of 
himself from so idle an accusation. 
> Mr. Strettel, on the part of Mr. Barton

It woukd appear from Mr. Mackenzie’s 
affidavit, that Mr. Stanley’s letter announce 
ing his intention to prosecute him fora 
Kibel, though dated 10 o'clock A. M‚ was 
uot put into his Client’s hands before 4 
o'clock of the evening of that day. Prez 
vious to the receipt of Mr. Stanley's letter, 
Mr. Mackenzie had reëalled from Che 
Post Office the copies of the paper which 
had been seut there to be forwarded by 
Dawk—took ont the obnoxious Advertise- 
ment, and in the absence of his printers, 
with bis own hands inserted different pare 
agraphs in theirstead. And after the receipt 
ot Mr. Stanley’s letter, he sent him a copy 
of this new impression, offering him at 
the same time to publish an apology next 
day in an extra paper if reauired. To 
this Mr. Stanley answered, that he would 
not presume to dictate to Mr. Mackenzie 
what line of conduct he ought to pursue. 
Next day an apology appeared, the ge- 
neral spirit and tendency of which shewed 
an earaest desire on the part of his Client, 
todo away any bad impression respect- 
mg Mr. Stanley's conduct, which the Ad- 
vertisensent of the preceding day might 
possibly have produced. He therefore 
trustech that the Counsel for the prosee 
cution, would overlook any particular exe 
prvssious which might have been perhaps 
altered or omittel with advantage, and 
consider only the desire of atonement for 
the injury done the p'aintiff, which this 
paper fully displayed. Accompanying 
this extra publication, Mr. Mackenzie 
wrote Mr. Stanley a letter, declartng that 
he had taken every step in his power to 
redress the injary he had doite to Mr. 
Stanley, and expressing a hope that Mr. 
Stanley would consequently stop all furs 
ther legal proceedings against him. ‘In 
his answer Mr. Stans Complains, that 
a copy of the paper containiag the libel 
had been actually sold at the Times Olfice, 
after notice of Mr, Stantey’s intention to 
prosechte had been communicated to Mr. 
Mackenzie. In answer to this, Mr. Mace 
kenzie declares upon oath, tat te the best 
of his knowledge and belief, no copy of 
the first impression of the paper of that 
day had been sold at the office after 
3 o'clock Pe. mt. when he received the first 
intimation of the error he had committed, 
and further, that Mr. Stanley’s tetter was 
not received until 4 o'clock of the same 
afternoon. Ìf Mr. Stanley then harbour- 
ed any remains of resentment against Mr. 
Mackenzie on this score, he trusted it 
would be entirely obliterated- from his 
mind after hearing the afidavit. Judging 
from Mr. Stanley's own letter, he con= 
ceived that gentleman could have no other 
object in the present prosecution, than to 
bring the matter toa public discussion ; 
and this object having been now full 
mttained, he trusted to his liberality, that 
the contrition expressed by his client, 
ould be a sufficient atonetment' för the 
offence, and that he would not press For 
He would ad- 
vert to another circumstance complained 
‘of by the prosccution, but which he would 
contend, could only be aditnced as an 
additienal proof of the earnest desire of 
his client to proceed in making every 
possible atonement in his power. Mr. 
Stanley it appears, sent a note to the 
Editor of the Calcutta Gazette, begging 
bin to-insert in that paper, « paragraph 
adverting to Mr. Mackenzie’ conduct, 
attached to which was the paper which 
had been published by him that morning 
as an apology. The Elitor of the Ga- 
zette sent this application witha note ta 
Mr. Mackenzie, desiring to be informed 
whether Mr. Mackenzie had any objection 
to the publication of such a paragraph. 
Mr. Mackenzie in reply gave his fullest 
sanction to the measure proposed. Why 
the paragraph did not afterwards ap- 
pear is a different matter, for which Mr. 


‘Mackenzie cannot be held responsible. 


It is truc that the apology might have 
been seut for insertion to thc other papèrs, 


of the week ; bat Úis might perhaps have 


been considered by the’ Prosecutor as 
cutting both ways—as spreading the 
Poison äs widely as the femedy ; and we 
all know that in cases of this sort, the 
poison’ wilt adhéte whêre the remedy. can 
never reach il.

Piove of the statemerits which he proposed 
to make, Mr. Smith chose to draw them 
Up himself. The general tenor of (he aib- 
davit went tó accuse Mr. Stanley of most 
U proper condact in numerous instäuces, in 
his relatfon of Attorney för the deponent. 
Several of these charges were to us un- 
intelligible, and the rest were af such & 
nature that we decline laying (hem before 
the public, until we can accompany them 
wit the afswer wltich is to be given into 
Court by Mr. Stanley; on Monday next. 
Mr. Lewin expresserl his hope that the 
Court would not defer the consideration 
of (he case of the other defendants, on 
acconat of the rtew matter which had been 
alledwed by Mr. Sinüh; but the Court 
observed (hat Mr. Smith's accusatians were 
of such a deserijtion that if well foninle 
ed, the course of prosecution must be 
entirely altered, and the Prosecutor ine 
stead of being permitted to proceed by 
the mode of criminal information, must 
be scht ‘with his comptatat ro the Grand 
dury.

HANOVER, Fan. Ô. 
His Royal Highness the Crown Prince 
of Sweden has addressed the following 
Proclamation to the French nations— 

“ Frenchmen lt is not a stranger who 
addresses you, but aman who is bound 
by the dearest feelings to your happy 
country. fo you he owes his first fame; 

ou have seen him defend your cause 
while it was noble and just: you have seen 
him shed his blood with joy for his 
country, when you fought for it; you 
have seen him make all your wishes—all 
your hopes his own—and exert himself 
to make the French name beloved cven in 
the countries to which he coùducted your 
victorious banners. 

€ Frenchmen t— What is become of 
your innumerable armies? What of your 
military glory ? Where are those legions 
which were your pride, and which seemed 
to insure your prosperity forever? What 
scourge has ‘carried tneim vif? All are 
sunk into a dreadful abyss! ‘Ten years 
ago your frontiers seemed to bid defiance 
to attack, now they are invaued. Europe 
admired you then; see what you are now ! 
When your eyes overlook the globe, they 
can Scarcely discover a single friendly 
people, and every where they meet with 
countries which are the graves of thou« 
sands of Prenchien. 

<é Who is the author of so many evils ? 
A man who is nota Frenchmaa by birth. 
By what ill fate is he become vour master 
and your scourge ? The commencement 
of his military career was marked by a 
bloody scene in the walls of Paris—then 
you bad to reproach him with the death 
of 40,000 brave men, whom he meant to 
sacrifice in another part of the globe, to 
his purpose of becoming Emperor of the 
East. Deceived in his hope, he lett his 
army, And while he suffered his comrades 
to perish in the burning deserts of Lybia, 
he himself, in order to reture to France, 
violated the taw of quarantine which Si.

Bat your rea- 
son will teach who isthe author of this 
war ; whether it is he who, without remise 
sion, carries war into all countries and nae 
tions, or those who have only repelled a 
„hostile attack, and pursued the agressor. 
‘€ 'Fhe Allies will not divide France 
they desire it to be independent itself, and 
to acknowledge the independence of alt 
other nations. They offerit peace; they 
demand it, because the world requires it, 
and because they make it their glory to 
end the miseries of the world. They ask 
peace from the French Senate 3 and if the 
Senate does not venture to decide for this 
peace, universally desired, they demand 
itot the Armies and of the People—exe 
hausted in its popuiation— loaded with 
takes—wounded in its noblest feclings— 
robhed of its children, whose industry is 
filtered away, and who, since Napoleon 
has governed it, bas neither peace lor the 
present, nor security for the future.

«<The situation of a State whose res 
sources were already dinvinished by the 
naval war, and by these novel disburse- 
meuts, became totally exhausted, again 
suffered a most prejudicial influence trom 
the shutting of the Continental Ports, 
which was represented as one of the means 
for obtaining a general peace. The 
annexation of the Hanse Lowns and 
coutiguous provinces, to the French eme 
pire, became afterwardsa most heavy 
burthen,. with regard“to the commercial 
intercourse with Germany.

“soon as it could in safety be done. It was

_ derstood, that there was any doubts upon the 
propriety of ìhe abolition. 


Às soon as it 
was understoùd, and the light had broke in 
upon that den of human sufferings, it was 
agreed by all men that, sooner or later, the 


trade must be abolished. At the time when’ 


this question” was first agitated, there were 
great and powerful interests contending 
against it. It was then represented that the 
commerce and marine of this country would 
be ruined by the adoption of such a measure 
that the estates in the West Indies could no 
longer be cultivated; and that the slaves 
which were now sold to our islands, would be, 
in future, murdered on the coast of Africa. 
Ehose things were so confidentty asserted, 
that it naturally produced some hesitatiou. 
We had, however, ventured to try the experi. 
ment, and the threatened evils had not taken 
place. We had, therefore, tried the experie 
meat for all other nations: and in now pro- 
posing to them to abolish this trade, we could 
confidently tell them that those cvils were not: 
likely to ensue. We, who tried the experie 
ment, risked most important interests on the 
trial; but the risk to many of the continen- 
tal nations wonid be comparatively uotking. 
The Slave Trade of France had been practi 
cally destroyed by the war; aud thercfare 
that couutry had nothing to give up in this 
respect: if they were to take up the Slave 
Trade now, it must be considered rather as 
embarking in a new trade, than a continu- 
ation of the old one. We could give to other 
Bations the benefiis of our knowledge and exe 
perieùce on this subject, and he knew uv other 
way in which we could better express our 
thankfulness to God, and our benevolcnce to 
man, than by rescuing the great African can. 
tineut from blood and tears. Those nations 
who had never exercised (his trade could not 
hesitate to agree to the proposal: and those 
nations who have exercise it, would sec how 
closely the circumstances of this trade resem. 
bled the evils from which Europe had been 
lately rescuud by the mercy of Providence, 
He did not wish to appear to insult over him 
who had lately fallen: but in justice to his 
subject he must say, that there appeared such 
an affinity and connection between the slave 
trade and Buonaparte, that wûile he was in 
power there was but little prospect of any 
general agreement of nations to abolisù it. 
Far different, however, was the temper aud 
character of that Sovereign who now Élls the 
throne of France. As for Buonaparte, he 
considered him a far greater enemy to man. 
kind, from his principles, than even from his 
conquests; from his openly laughing to scorn 
all the establisned principles of religion aad 
morals, he was, indeed, a deadly enemy to the 


happiness of mankind. The abolition of 
the slave trade could never be agreed 
fo by him, as he had not principle 


enough even to understand (he motives of it, 
When that most able and elogueut champion 
of the abolitiou (Mr. Fox) spoke to him upon 
the subject, he found it impossible to con= 
vince hin that Engtand, or any other coune 
try, could seriously wish for the abolition of 
of a measure from which revenues were de. 
rived, from motives of mere humanity. The 
present King would be faithful to the great 
duties of the statian he occupied, and there 
was something even in the misfortunes which 
he had experienced, that opened the mind of 
man to pity aud relieve the miserics of others. 
As to Spain, she was no longer in those delie 
cate and critical circumstances, when the Gov 
ernment would be afraid of adopting a mea. 
sure that might give offence to the merchants 
of Cadiz, or some other town that might be 
interested in the trade. Spain was now in 
that state of socurity that there was nothing 
to prevent her from adopting any measure 
that she thought right to be adopted; and he 
thought the natural feeling of a natiou so latee 
ly emaucipated from sufferings, must be to 
abolish that trade which produced so much 
suffering to others. As to Portugal it was 
known that the Prince Regent of Portugal 
had signed an engagement with this country, 
for the gradual abolition of this trade. He 
then read some regulations which had been 
adopted by the Portuguese Government, but 
which did not go much farther than the regu. 
lations formerly adopted in this country with 
respect to the middle passage. The monstrous 
iahumanity with which the slaves were treat. 
ed on this passage rouscd the attention of our 
legislature before they had resolved on the 
immediate abolition; and Sir W. Dolben 
brought in a bill which received their sanction 
for the better treatmeut of the slaves ou this 
passage. But wiat was the advantage of al. 
lowing a little more room or food on thcir 
passage, while the trade itself was allowed to 
exist? He then commented at some length 
on the regulations adopted by the Portugurse 
Government, which, to his feclings, were moer 
provoking than even doing hothiug for their 
relief. He observed, however, that the lan. 
guage of humanity was used throughout the

paper ; and therefore, if there was no sub. 
stantial amelioration, he attributed it to want 
of sufficient information on the subject, or 
their attention being properly directed to it. 
It was really impossible to reconcile the prin. 
ciples of humanity and the slave trade together. 
The benefits of the abolitiou, however, could 
not be obtaiged, uuless all natious would, 
unite in the measure. Swedga had already ace. 
quiesced in the ‘proposition of our govern. 
ment, Deumark, much to its honour, had 
discontinued éhe trade fora long time; and 
America had. declared against it, He did 
not think the present motion necessary for 
the purpose of reminding Ministers of the 
Subject; but his object was. to strengthen 
their representations, by shewing to all 
foreign powers, that the British Parliament. 
had not acted from a mere transient fit of 
humanity and justice, but that they consi- 
dered this as a subject of the most serious 
nature, and never could lose sight of it. Af. 
ter the glorious conclusion of a war that had 
aflicted the world with so many evils, noth- 
ing could be more cheering and refreshing to 
the mind, than to have this general acknow- 
ledginent of the grand priuciples of humanity 
and morality, which would in future extend 
their benefits to the whole of the Continent of 

Africa. It wouid bea noble sequel to the 
glorious events which had taken place in Eu- 
rope, if a foundation were now laid for the 
future security, peace, and happiness of the 
inhabitants of Africa. Our thanksgivings to 
Heaven for our own deliverance, would not 
then be met by the shrieks of the suffering 
natives of another country. It should never 
be forgotten that what was complained of was 
not merely the sufferings of those individuals, 
tora from their country and their friends, and 
sold to slavery 3 but the great sum of African 
misery was, that, in consequence of this trade, 
interital wars were forever raging in Africa, 
aud its inhabitants were unacquaisted wich 
peace or security. Although he was no ad- 
vocate for the Roman Catholic religion, yet 
he must stijl do that justiee to many of the 
heads of it to say, that the decrees of the Pope 
and the rccommendations of their clergy had 
principaliy contributed, in former times, to 
the enfranchiscment of the lower orders ef the 
people of Europe. He, therefore, did believe, 
that the spirit in that religion would now, in 
Catholic countries, incline the rules ‘to do 
„ustice and to love mercy ;” and he thought 
that the reverence now shewn to the Pope, 
was a pledge that the Catholic countries 
would not oppose a proposition made to them 
in the true principles of christianity. Tac 
slave trade had been described by Mr. Pitt as 
the greatest practical evil which had been suf. 
fered to aflict the human race. He conclad. 
ed by moving an Address to the following ef. 
fect: ft That the House, relying in confie 
dence on the solemn assertions and declara- 
tions which it bad promulgated in 1806 aud 
1810, for the absoiute and uneguivocal abo. 
litian of the Slave Trade, humbiy besought 
th: Prince Regent to interpose the geod vii. 
ces and interference of Government with the 
Allied Powers on the Continent, to induce 
them to aid and assist in this desirable and hu 
mane object, by discountenancing and forbid= 
ding the same in their respective dominions.”” 

The motion having been rcad from (he Chair, 

The Chaucellor of the Exchequer said, he 
was happy to give his most cordial concur. 
rence to the motion of the Hon. Gentleman : 
and he could not refrain from hoping, that 
when the subject was submitted to the consi- 
deration of that most illastrious assembly of 
Sovereigns, its important views would be ef. 
fected ; and that they would be anxious to 
wipe away the iniquitous stain, He could not 
but hope, that the unanimons declaration of 
the British Parliament would have a due ef. 
fect, and that the Hon. Genttemau would 
witness the conclusion of that happy work, 
which he has so ably and perseveringly car- 
ried forward. 

__Mr. Ponsonby gave his most cordial appro- 
bation to all that had fatlen from the Hon. 
Mover. Healluded to the despotism which 
had just been overthrown in France, and ob- 
served, that the Governments of Europe may 
rejoice in that Just combination of power 
which has rescued titem from the thraldom of 
a single individual, —Strange, therefore, would 
it be, if Europe, owing her glory and safety 
to the interposition of Providence, should 
make so ungrateful a return as to join in the 
infliction of misery on his fellow-creatures. 
He would add, that that power which had 
endeavoured tv found and exeuse for the Slave 
Prade, on motives of humanity, had i:self 
been guilty of a most disgraceful oticuce 
against humantty. Suchlanguage was a mean, 
malignant and raucorous attempt to combine 
the attributes of virtue with an endeavour to 
increase the miseries of the human race. 

Mr. Canning rose, not to express his senti. 
ments on the abolition of the Slave Trade, 
that was unnecessary, as they were already 
kaown to the Housc; he rose to declare it to 
be his opinion that the vote which they were

about to come to this night, would not be a, 
barren vote, but one that would matcrially, 
aid the great cause they were anxious to pro. 

mote. Their unanimity on this occasion, 

would: not merely support what they -had al. 
ready done, but would do much towagds per 

suad:ng the Great Powersof Europe.tauuite, 
with England to put.down the Slave Trade. : Let. 
it not be said when this language was held, 
that the English were always vaunting of their 

importance. in, and influence over Europe. 

On such an occasion they had a right to 

expect their example and authority would 

produce the happiest results. With those. 
powers who had not acknowledged the injuse. 
tice of this traffic in human blood, the authoe 

rity of Great Britain must have some weight, 

and with that larger portion who, approving 

the principle acted upon by England, feared 

the application of it in their own case, our 

example must prevail. The apprehensiou 

they at present cntertained, must be in a great 

measure removed, when they saw that we, 

after cutting off the trade, which was to us a 

source of wealth and power (if it ever had 

been a source of wealth and power to any 

nation on carth) had lost nothing by obedience, 

to the dictates of humanity, but had still been, 

able not oniy to defend ourselves, but to cone 

tribute largely to the restoration of the inden 

pendence of Burope—( Hear, hear!) With 

those powers who had not recognised the 

propriety of abolishing the Slave Trade, he 

would takea higher tone than he thought it 

would have been wise in the day of their dise 

tress, when struggling with difficulties, they 

looked to this country, for he would take a 

higher tone with them for this reason, were 

they in some sort dependant on us ; a strung 

rTemonstrance on this subject, would have 

gone with too much of authority; but now 

that the danger was past, and they had recove 

ered their independance, we might assume a 

loftier tone without appearing to insult them, 

by holding out a threat if they refused to 

comply with our wishes. Spain and Portugal 

could now defend themselves without our ase 

sistance, and they could decline attending to 

our representations without fcar of being 

abandoned to ruin. This then was the time 

when we could speak with most freedom, for 

as we could urge it with more of delicacy 

than formerly, sa we could press it with more 

of firmness. The happy adjustment of the 

affairs of the world, which seemed now about 

to take place, would be incomplicte, if an ate 
tempt to put an end to the Slave Trade did 
not form one grand feature of it. The tech. 

nical consent to its abolition of those powers 

who were not actively engaged in it, ought te 

be obtained, as if this were not «done, their 

flags would be abused by individuals belong. 

ing to other countries, who would be ready 

to avail themselves of this subterfuge to avoid 

puoishment, The sanction of all the gteat 

nations of Europe to iés being done away 

was necessary, and of vast importance, not so 

much for the mighty power they possessed, 

as for the use they had made of that power. 

If their consent were not given to the aboli. 

tion of the Slave Trade, {hings would not 

merely remain as they are in this respect, but 

the traffic in slaves wouid be greater than it 

had been for many years. ‘Fhe question then 

was, whether the era of a gencral pcace in 

Europe, should secure the repose of Africa, 

or furnish a new starting-post for the plunder 

and devastation of that quarter of the giobe. 

He hoped, the voice of the people, heard 

through that unanimous vote of the House, 

in favour of that which justice, which hu. 

manity, and which sound policy, all combined 

to recommend to every nation, would not ap. 

peal to the assembled Majesty of Europe in 

vain. : 

Mr. Prothero strenuously supported the 
motion, and hoped to eugage in the Slave 
Trade would be made a breach of the Public 
Law of Europe. 

Mr. Marryatt could take upon himself to 
state, that those connected with the West 
India Colonies were as anxious as any other 
class of persons could be, for the universat 
abolition of the Stave Trade. Unless ‘the 
House and the country went further than 
they had yet gone in this business, though 
they had washed their own hands of the guilt, 
they had done little towards lessening the evil 
which they proposed to remedy, as while the 
subjects of other eouutries engaged in it et 
all, they did more in proportion as this coun. 
try did less. From the Report of the Afri. 
Can Society, it appearcd that up to the var 
1810, the average anmber of slaves olstained 
from Africa annually amounted to cizù y 
thousand, one haf of which were carried 
away by the Spaniards, and the other haif by 
the Portuguese. hat trasie which was for. 
merly carried on in Euglish ships was tùus 
kept up in Spanish and Portuguese vessels — 
The abolition af the Slave Tr:de had prodac. 
ed one good eftect, that of greatly ameliorating 
the condition of the slaves in the colonies, 
The negroes were much better treated, and 
the old system of having aightaud day ganze 


bad been abandoned. The totel aholifion. of 
tie Slave Trade would be a glofigus coasum 
tation of the happy events lately witnessed 
aad ha {honght the. Prince Regent 
could uot be called apon to perform & more 
gratefal task, than that which the resolution 
before the House went to assiga to hin, 
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
